Coin  Trench  Art  in  WWII  England 
by  Fred  Schwan 

By  May  1944,  1.5  million  American  troops  had  arrived  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  preparation  for  the  invasion  of  France. 
Most  were  housed  in  temporary  camps  in  the  south-west  of  England.  Forces  had  started  arriving  in  1942.  Can  you  imagine  1.5 
million  lusty  souvenir  hunters?  In  spite  of  this  huge  number,  my  collection  includes  relatively  few  English  coin  trench  art  items.  Still 
they  are  interesting  and  instructive  and  introduce  some  concepts  that  we  have  not  previously  discussed. 

The  British  monarch  was  on  the  obverse  of  all  British  (including  the  Empire)  coins.  George  VI  had  been  king  since  1937 
and  his  coinage  predominated  in  circulation  by  the  early  1940s  when  the  bulk  of  the  American  troops  arrived.  Nonetheless,  the 
coinage  of  George  V  was  also  commonly  found  in  circulation  and  coinage  of  Victoria  could  also  be  found.  This  means  of  course 
that  trench  art  can  be-and  is-found  with  all  three  monarchs,  but  of  course  Victoria  pieces  are  by  far  the  scarcest.  The  Victoria 
coins  are  found  mostly  in  bracelets.  I  have  never  seen  an  English  Victoria  coin  with  engraving  in  a  trench  art  item.  I  am  sure  they 
are  readily  available  in  traditional  love  tokens,  but  not  trench  art.  Besides  the  natural  selection  aspect,  I  believe  that  Victoria  coins 
were  routinely  rejected  for  engraving  because  they  were  more  worn  than  newer  coins  that  were  readily  available. 

The  two  pieces  that  I  have  to  show  you  are  both  what  I  call  pocket  pieces.  I  am  not  altogether  comfortable  with  the  term, 

but  it  is  the  best  that  I  have.  These  are  coins  that  are  engraved  in  the  classic  love  token  style.  They  were  never 

intended  to  be  in  jewelry  or  at  least  never  were  in  jewelry.  The  point  is  that  they  have  no  mounts  or  other 

artifacts  (including  holes)  of  having  been  intended  for  jewelry  use. 

This  format  for  trench  art  coins  is  generally  scarce.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  a  nicely  engraved 

trench  art  coin  that  formerly  was  part  of  a  bracelet  or  other  jewelry  item.  I  also  have  a  few  items  that  I  believe 

were  pocket  pieces  but  were  later  altered  to  use  as  jewelry.  The  easiest  and  most  common  example  of  this  is  a 

drilled  hole  for  suspending  the  former  pocket  piece  from  a  necklace  (or  possibly  bracelet). 

Tom  Casper  pointed  out  to  me  the  scarcity  of  pocket  piece  coin  trench  art.  After  he  pointed  it  out  to 

me,  I  agreed  with  his  observation.  Tom  did  not  call  them  pocket  pieces-l  would  hate  for  him  to  take  the  blame 

for  this  use.  Does  anyone  have  a  better  idea  of  a  term?  I  also  must  say  that  the  pocket  piece  trench  art  coins 

are  probably  my  favorite  form  of  coin  trench  art.  This  is  at  least  in  part  because  the  first  piece  of  coin  trench 

art  that  I  added  to  my  collection  was  a  pocket  piece.  I  think  that  I  showed  it  to  you  in  my  very  first  column.  For 

sure  I  will  show  it  again  when  we  get  to  the  South  Pacific.  .  ,  ,  ^  ,

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Early  Valentine  also  considered  a  love  token. 


It  is  the  start  of  a  new  year  and  I  have  been  busy  with  making 
plans  for  the  coming  year.  The  first  project  for  the  year  was 
getting  ready  for  and  getting  through  the  FUN  show.  It  seems 
every  year  I  add  more  to  my  plate  and  am  now  assisting  three 
coin  clubs  with  projects  and  occasionally  guest  author  newsletter 
articles  for  other  clubs  on  request. 

For  the  last  three  years  I  have  had  an  exhibit  at  the  FUN  show  and 
they  just  keep  getting  bigger  and  taking  more  and  more  time  to 
both  make  and  setup.  The  last  two  exhibits  were  a  solid  month 
each  in  the  making.  This  year  my  exhibit  was  on  lockets  and  boxes 
fashioned  from  coins.  With  my  discovery  of  the  "secret  locket" 
ad  last  summer,  I  decided  to  show  the  1896  catalog  ad  along  with 
my  collection  of  similar  items.  I  wrote  on  the  subject  in  a  prior 
Love  Letter  but  for  those  that  missed  that  issue,  I  discovered  a 
vintage  ad  on  the  locket  coin  trade  dollars  that  dealers  have  come 
to  call  opium  dollars.  The  ad  confirms  the  opium  dollar  name  is 
a  misnomer  and  was  probably  made  up  for  lack  of  a  better  name  and  there  was  no  historical 
reference  point  available  until  now.  Of  note  to  love  token  collectors,  among  the  six  case  exhibit 
were  two  locket  love  tokens  and  a  potty  dollar  locket.  All  three  of  those  were  made  from  Trade 
dollars.  Besides  exhibiting,  I  have  also  been  an  exhibit  judge  at  FUN  for  the  last  two  years.  Of 
course  I  am  judging  in  a  different  category  than  I  am  exhibiting  in. 

The  Love  Token  Society  meeting  was  on  Friday,  same  day  and  time  as  always  and  there 
were  many  of  the  same  familiar  faces  that  loyally  attend  the  meeting  each  year.  We  probably 
did  not  number  more  than  about  a  dozen.  Most  were  members  but  we  had  a  few  guests  and 
one  guest  joined  right  on  the  spot.  One  new  person  came  in  at  the  end  of  the  meeting  and  was  sorry  to 
miss  the  program.  I  had  some  coins  for  sale  so  I  let  him  look  and  we  had  a  nice  chat  and  at  the  end  of 
which  he  joined  the  club.  So  we  picked  up  two  new  members  at  FUN  this  year. 

At  the  meeting  I  mentioned  the  desire  to  have  a  club  bourse  table  for  FUN  next  year.  Although  we  do  not 
have  the  manpower  to  staff  a  regular  table  every  year,  I  think  that  on  occasion  we  need  to  have  one  at 
least  every  ten  years.  My  thought  was  that  on  anniversary  dates  of  the  club  being  founded  or  any  similar 
important  dates  would  constitute  cause  to  have  a  LTS  booth. 

Next  year  just  happens  to  be  the  100  year 
anniversary  of  the  Barber  dime  changing  to  the  Mercury 
dime  design  and  with  the  dime  as  our  official  host  coin 
for  love  tokens,  what  better  date.  Yes,  Barber  dimes  and 
Mercury  dimes  are  a  little  late  for  love  token  production  but 
they  can  still  be  encountered,  just  not  in  great  numbers.  I 
now  have  plans  to  do  an  exhibit  on  that  theme  as  well. 

Two  people  at  the  meeting  also  said  that  they  could  assist 
some  at  the  table.  I  know  it  is  early,  but  if  you  are  planning 
on  going  to  the  FUN  show  next  year  and  have  the  time  to 
volunteer  at  the  LTS  booth,  drop  me  a  line  and  let  me  know 
what  times  and  dates  work  for  you.  The  more  people  we 

have,  the  more  fun  it  is  for  those  sitting  there  volunteering.  With  enough  people  it  can  be  like  a  mini 
party.

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President's  Message 


President's  message  continued 


I  have  inquired  about  getting  a  table  next  to  the  Original  Hobo  Nickel 
Society  and  it  should  not  be  a  problem.  Both  clubs  represent  coin  art 
alterations  and  even  though  they  have  distinct  differences,  they  are  related. 

I  have  asked  my  friend  Harry  Caldwell  IV  if  he  would  like  to  demonstrate 
engraving  at  our  table  next  year  and  he  is  onboard  unless  something  should 
change.  And  a  reminder,  FUN  is  being  held  in  Tampa  next  year  as  there 
was  a  scheduling  conflict  with  the  Orlando  convention  center  and  our  show 
had  to  be  relocated.  Also,  if  you  are  attending  FUN  next  year,  think  about 
showing  an  exhibit.  It  would  be  nice  for  love  tokens  to  take  command  on 
this  anniversary  year.  Sid  Gale  and  I  can  answer  any  questions  you  may  have 
about  exhibiting  and  help  guide  you  through  the  process. 

The  program  for  our  meeting  this  year  was  love  token  postcards. 
People  that  have  exhibited  love  tokens  competitively  often  incorporate 
these  postcards  in  their  exhibits.  Mainly  the  postcards  have  text  printed 
with  "A  Token  of  Love"  and  graphics  can  vary  from  people  to  cupids  and  from  flowers  to  birds.  Some  of 
the  imagery  ties  into  symbolism  like  the  blue  bird  of  happiness  or  secret  meanings  of  flowers.  Included  in 
the  presentation  were  two  real  photo  black  and  white  or  sepia  tone  photos  that  had  people  wearing  love 
tokens.  Such  photos  are  RARE. 

Some  members  collect  what  are  called  cabinet  cards  that  predate  postcards  prior  to  the  turn  of  the 

century.  Cabinet  cards  with  love  tokens  are  also  rare.  Collectors  are  lucky  to  find  one  or  two  a  year  to  add 

to  their  collections  and  can  spend  hundreds  of  hours  in  the  search  each  year.  Postcards  were  made  post 
1900  and  as  collectors  know,  that  is  a  late  date  for  love  tokens.  By  then  love  token  production  had  fallen  off 
drastically  as  people  tired  of  the  love  token  fad.  Silver  jewelry  was  considered  passe  and  the  wealthy  were 
wearing  gold  jewelry  while  the  masses  settled  for  filled,  plate,  or  washed  with  gold.  Lockets  which  housed 
photos  became  the  new  desire  and  some  were  also  engraved  with  initials.  The  program  on  the  postcards 
included  history,  trend,  symbolism,  and  the  broader  meaning  of  what  love 
tokens  are  outside  of  the  coin  love  tokens.  Early  Valentines  that  predate 
postcards  are  also  considered  love  tokens  as  are  thimbles,  shell  Valentines, 

Welsh  wooden  spoons,  and  more.  I  can  only  imagine  that  next  year's  program 
might  tie  into  late  date  love  tokens  with  Barber  and  Mercury  coinage.  Hope  to 
make  it  a  year  and  show  to  remember.

The  hearts  in  these  two  dimes  are  a  perfect  example.  The  one  on  the  left  depicts  a  bird  looking  toward  a 
partial  heart  on  one  side  and  has  the  initials  "KH"  on  the  reverse.  The  one  on  the  right  has  the  initials  "KL" 
engraved  within  a  beautiful  heart  design  on  an  1892  Barber  Dime. 


During  WW-II  soldiers  overseas  had  jewelry  items  made  to  signify  their  love  for  those  back  home.  Mothers, 
girlfriends,  wives,  and  sisters  wore  jewelry  that  symbolized  they  had  a  loved  one  fighting  in  the  war.  Some 
mothers  wore  pins  with  stars  and  the  number  of  stars  represented  how  many  sons  they  had  fighting  in  the 
war.  Patriotic  jewelry  became  a  cottage  industry  during  the  war  with  women  clamoring  for  the  wears  as  a 
small  means  of  showing  their  support.  What  is  special  about  this  WW  II  jewelry  is  that  it  was  made  by  the 
hand  of  soldiers  and  not  fabricated  in  factories  at  home.  These  are  multi  hobby  collectibles  and  have  many 
names  including  the  following:  Sweetheart  jewelry,  Trench  art,  Pacific  War  Art,  and  also  love  tokens. 


Here  are  two  examples  of  love  token  pins  made  in  New  Guinea  using  Australian  coins  as  the  host  coin  and 
embedding  them  in  Lucite.  Some  say  that  they  use  melted  aircraft  canopies  to  obtain  the  plastic. 
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'  New  Guinea  1944  '  is  engraved  on  the  top  part  of  one  pin  and  "Lucille"  is  engraved  within  a  single  heart.  "New  Guinea"  is  also  at 
the  top  of  the  second  pin  and  "To  My  Darling  Sweetheart  1945"  is  on  the  two  hearts  on  the  right.  The  center  photo  shows  the 
reverses. 

The  love  token  bracelet  below  was  also  created  during  WW  II.  It  is  made  from  four  Mercury  dimes,  two 
Washington  quarters,  and  a  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar.

The  two  English  coins  for  today  are  very  interesting  on  several  counts.  We  will  look  at  them  in  chronological  order  since 
both  makers  included  dates. 

The  1943  engraving  is  on  a  1943  half  crown.  The  text  is  wonderful:  Bill  to  Genevieve  "C'est  la 
Guerre"  Britain  1943.  It  is  professionally  engraved.  Bill  was  almost  certainly  an  American  and  Genevieve  an 
English  woman  and  romance  was  in  the  air-we  do  not  call  them  love  tokens  for  no  reason.  The  message 
"It  is  the  war"  is  great.  First,  I  must  point  out  that  it  is  most  unusual  to  have  two  languages  on  one  item, 
but  it  is  the  meaning  of  the  message  that  I  like.  I  like  it  because  I  am  not  sure  of  the  meaning.  I  will  tell  you 
what  I  think,  but  I  suggest  that  you  decide  for  yourself  before  reading  my  ideas. 

At  first  I  thought  that  it  might  be  a  departure  or  even  "breaking  up"  gift.  Perhaps  Bill  was  moving 
on  and  gave  this  token  to  Genevieve.  If  the  date  were  1944,  the  likelihood  of  this  idea  would  be  greater.  More  recently  I  have 
decided  that  I  think  that  it  is  a  token  coming  from  an  inside  joke  between  the  lovers.  Why,  how  and  even  where  did  they  meet? 
What  controlled  their  meetings?  The  answer  to  those  and  countless  other  questions  was  "it  is  the  war."  Of  course  we  will  never 
know  for  sure  the  meaning  of  the  message  and  that,  of  course,  is  part  of  the  charm  of  our  hobby. 

The  other  pocket  piece  is  quite  unusual  because  of  its  size.  Stated  another  way,  it  is  unusual  because  of  the  host  coin 
selected.  Pocket  pieces  are  usually  on  larger  coins.  If  you  are  going  to  carry  a  souvenir,  you  do  not  want  to  lose  it.  This  item  is 

on  a  George  VI  6  pence  coin-about  the  size  of  an  American  dime.  The  message  gives  us  some  clues.  It  is 
classic,  regards  from  a  family  member:  To  Myrnia  from  Uncle  Dick  England  1944. 

Richard  sent  this  great  souvenir  to  his  neice  Myrnia.  If  he  sent  this  nice  item  to  his  niece,  he  likely 
sent  similar  pieces  to  other  family  members  as  well.  It  would  have  been  substantially  less  expensive  to  make 
a  few  (or  several)  of  the  small  pieces  than  large  ones.  Additionally,  it  would  have  been  cheaper  and  easier 
to  send  the  small  coins.  This  shaved  six  pence  could  have  been  put  in  an  envelope  and  sent  for  free  with  a 
letter.

Christmas  is  all  about  family  and  steeped 
in  traditions.  Giving  is  a  big  part  of  Christmas  and  that  makes  me  think  of  the  love  tokens  that  were  given  to 
family  and  loved  ones.  Valentine's  Day  is  of  course  all  about  love  and  romance. 

Just  after  the  February  Love  Letter  was  mailed,  I  saw  a  love  token  offered  for  sale  in  an  auction  and  it 
had  a  February  14th  date  on  it.  As  Sid  mentioned,  love  tokens  with  a  Valentine's  date  are  rare  and  he  was  not 
entirely  positive  they  even  existed.  I  have  seen  a  few  hearts  and  angels  (or  cupids)  but  I  agree  with  Sid  on  the 
engraved  date.  Strangely  enough  the  coin  I  encountered  was  not  intended  as  a  gesture  of  love. 

The  love  token  is  rather  a  commemorative  of  a  battle  that  took  place  on  Valentine's  Day,  February 
14th  1797.  The  battle  of  Cape  St.  Vincent  was  one  of  the  early  battles  in  the  Spanish-Anglo  War  (1796-1808). 

This  was  a  battle  at  sea  off  the  coast  of  Portugal.  The  coin  or  metal 
planchet  has  been  smoothed  on  two  sides,  making  identification  of  a 
host  coin  impossible. 

The  XLNT  initials  at  the  top  of  the  coin  may  be  an  abbreviation  for 
Excellent.  Sound  out  the  letters  and  see  if  they  do  not  sound  like 
excellent  or  if  I  am  imagining  it  or  trying  to  read  something  into  it  like 
an  abbreviated  word  on  a  custom  license  plate.  In  this  case  "XLNT"  or 
excellent  is  not  just  a  job  well  done  but  the  name  of  a  British  ship,  the 
HMS  Excellent  (HMS  is  an  abbreviation  for  His  or  Her  Majesty's  Ship). 
On  this  date,  British  ships  were  outnumbered  almost  two  to  one  but 
Great  Britain  won  the  battle  due  to  superior  naval  training  and  also 
catching  the  Spanish  ships  by  surprise.  The  HMS  Excellent  was  one  of 
the  ships  that  played  a  role  in  the  victory  at  sea.  This  engraving  is  a 
rather  unique  blend  of  "love"  and  war.

Interesting  Coins 

by  Tom  Casper 

I  was  going  through  my  love  tokens  and  came  across  three  pieces  which 
I  think  are  interesting.  I  hope  others  find  them  interesting  too. 


1897  Liberty  Head  Nickel.  This  piece  has  a  lot  going  for  it.  The  piece  is 
reeded,  cutout  and  gold  plated.  It  is  attached  to  a  watch  chain  for  a  vest. 
The  reverse  is  engraved  DM  Xmas. 

1893  Barber  Dime  with  enameled  letters  on  the  reverse,  "Husband 
Wanted".  A  loop  on  top  was  removed.  I  wonder  if  the  woman  was 
successful? 

1917-D  Liberty  Standing  Quarter,  engraved  on  the  reverse,  "In  Memory 
of  Me".  This  is  a  late  date  and  a  scarce  coin  type  for  a  love  token.

Moving  west  to  North  America  the  situation  with  trench  art  changes  substantially. 

The  North  American  countries  (and  colonies/commonwealth  members)  did  not  have  large 
numbers  of  enemy  or  even  friendly  forces  on  their  shores  for  long  periods  of  time.  This  is 
important  because  it  is  homesick  soldiers,  sailors,  and  airmen  who  are  responsible  for  most 
trench  art.  In  spite  of  having  said  that,  large  numbers  of  Allied  personnel  were  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  for  training  throughout  the  course  of  the  war. 

Having  made  this  point  that  North  America  was  different  than  the  other  entities 
that  we  have  discussed  (and  will  discuss),  we  must  consider  the  one  entity  that  was  like  the 
others.  This  is  the  colony  that  we  normally  would  not  consider.  Newfoundland  was  not  part 
of  Canada  during  World  War  II.  It  was  a  crown  colony  in  its  own  right  until  1948.  In  addition, 
Newfoundland  did  have  large  numbers  (relatively)  of  foreign  military  personnel  station  within 
its  boundaries. 

Newfoundland's  strategic  location  in  the  Battle  of  the  Atlantic  drew  the  attention 
of  the  British,  the  Canadians,  and  the  Americans.  The  defense  of  Newfoundland  largely 
fell  on  the  shoulders  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.  The  Canadian  contribution  to  the 
Newfoundland  defense  between  1940  and  1945  amounted  to  approximately  C$65,000,000, 
expanding  airfields,  naval  repair  facilities,  and  coastal  batteries.  During  the  war,  the  Royal 
Canadian  Air  Force  stationed  aircraft  and  personnel  at  Gander  and  Botwood  while  the 
Canadian  Army  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  operated  out  of  St.  John's;  about  16,000 
Canadian  military  personnel  were  in  Newfoundland  at  any  given  time.  The  Americans,  who 
first  arrived  in  Jan  1941,  invested  about  US$100,000,000  in  Newfoundland,  building  military 
structures,  building  hospitals;  at  the  end  of  the  war,  about  100,000  Americans  were  based  in 
Newfoundland,  generally  at  St.  John's,  Argentia,  and  Stephenviile. 

I  have  seen  a  few  bracelets  without  engraving  made  of  World  War  II  coinage,  and  I 
might  even  own  one  (or  more).  These  certainly  trench  art,  but  are  not  real  exciting.  However  I 
have  one  very  interesting  Newfoundland  coin  trench  art  item  in  my  collection  and  it  is  one  of 
my  favorites. 

It  is  a  Newfoundland  coin  made  into  a  locket  with  the  original  photograph  of  a 
sailor  kissing  his  girl  (my  interpretation  of  course).  Wait.  It  is  not  truly  a  locket.  It  has  no 
accommodation  to  be  worn  as  jewelry.  Was  it  really  a  pocket  piece?  The  photograph 
would  not  have  survived  in  a  pocket.  If  the  coin  ever  had  a  protective  cover  for  the 
image,  no  evidence  remains. 

To  make  things  even  more  interesting  (in  my  twisted  way  of  looking  at  things), 
the  coin  is  a  well  worn  George  V  50  cents  piece.  The  date  on  the  coin  was  destroyed 
in  making  the  item,  but  there  is  more.  Look  below  the  photo  and  you  will  find  a  "C" 
mintmark! 

The  C  mintmark  is  for  Canada!  Of  course  that  is  because  Newfoundland--as  we 
have  stated-was  not  part  of  Canada.  During  World  War  I  some  Newfoundland  coinage 
was  struck  in  Canada  (Ottawa,  I  think)!  Specifically,  half  dollar  coins  1917-1919  were 
struck  in  Canada  instead  of  England. 

The  mintages  were  all  low.  Under  one  million.  That  is  under  one  million  combined! 
They  were:  1917  375,560,  1918  294,824,  1919  306,267. 

That  seems  really  low  from  our  perspective,  but  the  total  population  of  Newfoundland 
ca  1940  was  only  about  300,000  and  fifty  cents  was  actually  quite  a  bit  of  money! 

So  you  can  see  why  this  is  a  favorite  item.  I  would  love  to  hear  from  you  about  this  or 
any  other  trench  art  matter:  fredschwan@yahoo.com. 
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North  American  Newfoundland

We  have  all  read  with  interest  about  the,  "Remember  Me  When  This  You  See"  love 
tokens  made  by  prisoners  being  sent  from  Great  Britain  to  the  penal  colonies  in  Australia. 
Several  years  ago  Sid  Gale  bought  one  on  Ebay  for  $32.00  and  was  happy  to  get  it. 


Then  just  last  December  a  lady  sent  Sid  an  email  because  she  saw  his  love  token 
on  the  Love  Token  Society  website  and  said  she  had  one  just  like  it  and  needed  two  more. 
She  asked  where  she  could  buy  them.  He  explained  how  they  were  hand  engraved  and  no 
two  were  just  alike.  She  said  hers  was  just  like  his 
and  sent  the  picture  below.  He  compared  the  two  I 
pictures  carefully  and  they  appear  to  have  been 
made  exactly  the  same  way.  Sid  owed  her  an 
apology. 

Then  later  Carol  Bastable  found  another 
"When  This  You  See,  Remember  Me"  love  token 


(photo  on  bottome  right)  on  Ebay.  It  too  was  struck  on  an  English  coin  and  sold  in  an  auction 
format  for  $44.69. 

The  consensus  was  that  after  close  examination  of  these  pictures  there  was  little 
doubt  that  all  three  were  Stamped  or  Pressed  and  not  hand  engraved.  The  Ebay  piece  does  have  some 
die  cracks  on  the  "M"  and  "E"  that  does  not  appear  on  the  other  coins.  The  dies  getting  older  and 
showing  wear  would  explain  the  change.  All  three  examples  have  the  same  damage  at  the  "T"  in  the 
word  "This".  The  coin  itself  appears  to  be  genuine. 

There  have  also  been  similar  questions  raised  about  some  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  love  tokens.  After 
collecting  for  many  years  and  reviewing  and  comparing  coins,  it  has  been  determined  that  some  of 
these(but  not  all)  may  be  stamped  as  well.  There  are  smaller  medallic  issues  (smaller  than  a  half  dime) 
with  the  Lord's  Prayer  that  were  stamped  at  expositions  in  the  late  1800s.  Buildings  of  science  and 
industry  at  these  fairs  often  demonstrated  new  technologies  and  a  coin  press  may  very  well  have  been 
one  of  those  demonstrations.  Some  of  those  medals  have  raised  letters  but  some  are  incuse  and  look 
more  like  a  love  token.  Below  are  two  Lord's  Prayer  coins  for  comparison.  Can  you  spot  which  one  might 
be  the  stamped  one? 
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Perhaps  the  first  clue  would  be  the  dates  of  the  coins.  The  1920  dated  Lincoln  cent  is  a  later 
date  and  both  love  token  production  and  hand  engraving  were  declining  arts.  The  1811  dated  coin  is  an 
authentic  earlier  English  engraved  coin.  It  has  been  worn  through  the  years  so  the  engraving  no  longer  has 
a  crisp  cut  edge  to  it.  The  quality  of  the  engraved  line  with  crisp  edges  along  with  a  "bright  cut"  (shiny  cut 
resembling  today's  diamond  cut)  are  often  things  to  look  for  to  determine  hand  engraving.  The  English  coin 
also  has  a  "guideline"  still  showing  although  a  loupe  is  needed  to  see  it.  When  engraving  text,  engravers 
with  make  very  fine  horizontal  lines  that  serve  to  keep  the  letters  level,  just  like  notebook  paper  has  lines 
to  create  uniformity  and  spacing.  Normally  these  lines  are  so  faint  that  once  the  coin  is  engraved,  they  can 
be  polished  out  without  altering  the  rest  of  the  engraving.  In  this  case,  one  of  the  guidelines  must  have 
been  cut  a  little  deeper  than  the  rest  and  it  remains  on  the  surface  of  the  coin.  A  stamped  coin  is  not  going 
to  have  a  bright  cut  look  and  the  lines  will  look  more  like  a  trench  than  the  angles  achieved  through  a  V 
shaped  graver  used  by  hand  engravers.  The  depth  of  the  lines  will  also  be  much  more  uniform  than  they 
are  on  a  hand  engraved  coin.  The  1920  dated  coin  would  have  to  be  examined  in  person  to  make  a  full 
determination  but  there  have  been  some  others  that  look  very  much  like  it,  which  were  determined  to  be 
struck. 

The  Love  Token  Society  defines  love  tokens  as  being  hand  engraved  and  made  using  coins  of  the 
realm.  That  means  that  to  be  a  true  love  token  it  has  to  be  hand  engraved  and  on  a  coin  that  is  government 
made  and  not  a  private  mint,  token,  or  medal.  Coins  engraved  with  pantographs  and  diamond  stylists  do 
not  qualify  as  hand  engraving,  nor  do  stamped  images. 


Are  there  love  tokens  out  there  on  counterfeit  coins?  The  answer  is  yes.  Sid  has  a  "love  token"  on 
a  counterfeit  coin  in  his  collection.  Pictured  below  is  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  a  counterfeit  $2.50  gold 
coin  with  the  name  "C  W  Keller"  engraved  on  it.  It  appears  to  have  been  silver  plated  at  one  time  for  some 
reason. 


Why  would  someone  do  this?  Maybe  it  is  a  store  card  token  or  someone  got  stuck  with  a  counterfeit 
coin  and  made  the  best  of  it  by  turning  it  into  a  love  token.  Better  to  salvage  the  coin  than  to  throw  it  in 
the  garbage  or  hand  it  over  to  the  government  only  to  be  confiscated.  Today's  definition  does  not  always 
allow  for  leeway  of  what  people  really  did  in  that  period.  This  pseudo  coin  appears  in  all  other  ways  to  be 
a  love  token  and  what  is  left  out  of  today's  definition  is  some  form  of  intent  or  sentimental  gesture  made 
by  the  giver.  During  the  Victorian  period,  providing  loved  ones  with  sentimental  mementos  was  why  they 
were  made.  Collectors  at  their  own  discretion  may  decide  to  make  allowances  for  unusual  items  that  do  not 
exactly  fit  the  definition  or  label  an  item  in  the  category  of  semi  related  items.

Some  people  wonder  if  modern  love  tokens  are  fake.  There  are  several  hobo  nickel  carvers  that 
are  also  making  love  tokens  as  we  know  them  (see  image  top  left).  Sid  commissioned  one  of  the  modern 
artists  to  engrave  the  letter  "G".  It  was  made  using  a  buffalo  nickel  as  a  host  coin  and  was  made  by  hand. 
By  definition  it  most  certainly  is  a  love  token,  just  a  modern  love  token.  Most  modern  craftsmen  do  not 
engrave  in  the  same  style  as  the  Victorian  period,  although  a  few  are  beginning  to.  That  could  potentially 
cause  problems  down  the  road  as  the  coins  are  resold  on  the  secondary  market  but  usually  the  host  coin 
will  help  in  determining  the  age  as  Liberty  Seated  coins  are  too  expensive  for  modern  engravers  to  use. 

It  is  also  the  recommendation  of  both  the  Love  Token  Society  and  The  Original  Hobo  Nickel  Society  that 
artists  should  sign  their  work.  This  helps  collectors  to  determine  age  and  also  some  artists  can  become 
quite  collectible  and  sought  after,  so  some  collectors  will  only  buy  ones  that  are  signed  for  investment 
reasons. 


The  "K"  initial  on  the  counterfeit  dime  (pictured  next  to  the  modern  artist  made  "G"  love  token) 
was  actually  made  by  a  jewelry  manufacturing  company.  Apparently  they  believe  that  there  must  be 
a  market  for  monogramed  faux  coins  although  it  will  not  be  with  love  token  collectors,  unless  just  one 
example  is  desired  as  a  curiosity  or  for  a  research  set  of  counterfeit  love  tokens.  The  "K"  coin  is  not  even 
made  in  silver  but  rather  is  brass  with  gold  plating  and  bears  a  mark  to  the  right  of  Lady  Liberty  designating 
the  jewelry  company  name.  With  growing  technology  there  are  actually  some  computer  assisted  design/ 
engraving  machines  that  do  engravings  with  tools  that  actually  produce  a  more  hand  engraved  effect  than 
that  of  the  diamond  stylist  pantograph  machines.  A  CNC  machine  as  it  is  called,  uses  either  routers  or 
lasers  to  engrave  and  does  not  have  the  telltale  raised  bur  on  the  edges  of  the  lines.  Still,  there  will  be  a 
uniformity  of  depth  similar  to  the  pantograph  machines.  It  is  not  known  whether  this  "K"  coin  was  made 
with  a  CNC  machine  or  is  just  a  fast  hacked  out  hand  engraving.  It  does  come  with  a  $23  retail  price  so  we 
would  hope  that  there  is  some  handwork  involved.

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This  month's  coin  is  a  charming  folk  art  style  couple  and 
was  submitted  by  Carol  Bastable.  Finding  engravings  of 
people  are  few  and  far  between.  Artistically  it  is  more 
difficult  to  render  anatomically  correct  people  from  the 
proportions  of  the  body  to  conveying  actual  muscle  tone 
and  mass.  Faces  and  hands  are  the  most  challenging 
to  get  right  and  require  some  study  and  practice  by  an 
artist  or  engraver.  There  is  also  some  added  difficulty 
when  working  with  such  a  small  canvas  as  the  love 
token. 

This  engraving  is  in  a  folk  art  style  with  the  woman 
facing  front  and  the  gentleman  turned  in  profile.  Rarely 
are  people  portrayed  in  a  %  view  position  as  that  is  the 
most  difficult  for  an  artist  to  reproduce.  In  fact,  the  most  common  love  token  pictorial  with 
people  is  of  a  couple  with  their  backs  to  the  viewer  and  has  a  beach  or  lake  scene  in  the 
background.  In  the  common  depiction,  the  man  is  shown  with  an  Asian  looking  straw  hat  and 
wears  overalls  or  suspenders  and  the  woman  is  portrayed  in  a  dress  and  bonnet.  Of  course 
with  a  subject  facing  away,  portraits  can  be  avoided  entirely. 

This  month's  coin  is  unique  in  its  representation  of  people.  It  was  engraved  on  a 
dime  sized  coin  with  a  reeded  edge.  The  reverse  was  also  engraved  with  "MHC"  in  triple 
overlapping  initials.  It  appears  that  the  woman  must  have  dropped  her  bonnet  and  the 
gentleman  is  just  standing  up  after  bending  over  to  pick  it  up  as  he  hands  it  to  the  woman 
who  has  an  outstretched  arm.  The  woman  is  also  holding  a  parasol.  The  gentleman  is  in  a 
suit  and  wearing  a  derby  style  hat. 

This  coin  sold  on  eBay  about  a  month  ago  and  was  a  great  addition  for  a  pictorial 
collector.

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President's  Message 


Thanks,  Tom  Casper,  for  sending  in  pictures  of  some  of  your  interesting  coins.  I  would  like  to  share 
some  additional  commentary  on  them  with  you  and  our  readers.  The  1897  nickel  with  the  reeded  edge  and 
gold  plating  was  made  to  resemble  a  five  dollar  gold  piece.  There  is  a  long  story  on  the  practice  of  turning 
the  1883  V  nickels  (no  cent  variety)  into  would  be  five  dollar  gold  coins  and  trying  to  spend  them  as  such.  An 
internet  search  on  Racketeer  Nickels  will  reveal  a  longer  history  of  the  practice.  This  one  of  course  was  not 
made  to  be  spent  because  it  was  a  later  date  and  would  have  come  with  the  "V  cents"  denomination  prior  to 
the  coin  art  alterations.  It  was  most  likely  made  this  way  from  a  plain  nickel  form  change  but  it  underwent  a 
variety  of  alterations  and  is  a  crossover  collectible  between  love  tokens,  cutout  coins,  and  racketeer  nickels. 

The  second  coin,  "Husband  Wanted",  is  probably  in  reference  to  leap  year  humor.  In  1908  the  postcard 
industry  made  tons  of  humorous  designs  on  man  hunting,  marriage,  and  leap  year  designs.  In  1904,  few  of 
these  designs  were  made  and  in  1912  about  a  quarter  as  many  were  made  as  in  1908.  Of  course  leap  year 
occurs  every  4  years  and  it  is  said  that  a  woman  can  propose  to  a  man  on  Leap  Day  and  it  is  rumored  that  he 
must  accept.  The  coin  although  bearing  the  date  1893,  was  probably  made  in  1908  if  I  had  to  wager  a  guess.  A 
second  guess  would  be  that  it  was  made  and  then  thrown  in  a  wishing  well  but  that  is  a  bit  absurd  and  wasteful 
to  have  the  engraving  done  just  to  throw  it  away. 

The  third  coin,  "In  Memory  of  Me",  gives  us 
clues  as  to  why  it  was  made.  Just  look  at  the  coin's 
date,  1917.  This  was  most  likely  carried  during  WW  I 
by  a  soldier.  In  case  he  was  killed,  his  effects  including 
this  coin  would  be  given  to  his  family.  Maybe  it  is  a 
bit  morbid  but  it  is  also  an  act  of  love,  caring,  and 
uncertainty  in  perilous  times.

I  am  working  on  a  project  for  both  an  article  (hopefully  for  ANA)  and  an  exhibit 
on  the  same  topic.

Key  words  to  looks  for:  Free  Silver,  16  to  1,  No  Compromise,  Sound  Money,  Bryan,  and  perhaps  a  picture  of  a  bug.  A  bug  could 
be  decorative  just  as  other  pictorials  are  but  it  could  also  be  argued  that  it  was  political.  There  is  a  possibility  that  the  multitude 
of  one  dollar  gold  love  tokens  that  were  produced  also  had  some  roots  in  support  of  the  gold  standard  but  can  neither  be  con¬ 
firmed  nor  denied.  Thanks  for  checking  your  collections  for  me  and  email  me  at:  misslovetoken@verizon.net 
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This  is  a  question  that  comes  in  from  time  to  time  on  the  LTS  website  and  mostly  by  non¬ 
collectors  that  have  come  across  an  initialed  love  token  in  a  junk  box  and  then  get  the  bug  to  find 
out  more  about  their  acquisition.  A  price  guide  for  love  tokens  was  published  in  the  Love  Letter 
nearly  15  years  ago  and  while  prices  for  initials  and  pictorials  may  not  have  changed  too  much,  the 
previously  published  gold  love  token  prices  are  obsolete  due  to  the  soaring  prices  of  gold  over  the 
last  ten  years,  as  gold  was  around  $250  an  ounce  when  the  prices  were  originally  calculated. 

Even  with  a  printed  pricelist,  one  can  never  predict  an  abnormally  high  price  at  auction  where 
two  or  more  people  want  the  same  coin.  These  pieces  of  art  we  collect  are  unique  handmade 
items  and  it  can  never  be  stressed  enough  that  no  two  are  alike.  Although  with  that  being  said, 
love  tokens  can  be  grouped  into  design  types  and  a  relative  rarity  assessed  to  them.  Rarity  is  one  of 
the  prime  indicators  of  price  along  with  demand. 

Regarding  pricing,  I  would  like  to  share  with  you  a  comment  I  once  heard  and  filed  away 
in  my  memory  some  fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago.  This  quote  every  now  and  then  pops  into  my  head 
when  I  am  struggling  with  the  price  of  an  extra-special  love  token  and  has  caused  me  to  spend 
$150  to  $160  each  on  a  few  different  very  special  dime  pictorials.  I  might  add  that  I  am  still  really 
happy  with  my  choice  to  purchase  and  a  fellow  collector  said  about  one  of  the  coins  that  he  would 
have  loved  to  have  purchased  it  himself.  The  afore  mentioned  quote  or  perhaps  even  a  mantra  is: 

I  have  made  my  money  in  the  coin  business  by  overpaying  for  items.  This  was  not  said  by  me  but 
a  fellow  collector  and  successful  coin  dealer.  At  the  time  I  did  not  ask  for  much  elaboration  on  this 
comment  as  I  got  the  gist  of  it  just  by  thinking  about  it.  Take  pause  yourself  and  consider  what  this 
means. 

Collectors  of  love  tokens  come  to  know  the  market  based  on  what  they  see  at  coin 
shows,  auctions,  and  even  through  the  Love  Letter.  Even  though  there  are  no  Redbooks  and 
Greysheets  for  love  tokens,  there  is  an  understood  market  on  much  of  it.  Let's  say  a  regular  coin  on 
the  Greysheet  has  a  market  price,  either  in  wholesale  or  retail  numbers  and  people  X,  Y,  and  Z  (and 
all  his  brothers  too)  are  lined  up  to  buy  it  based  on  the  published  price.  Well  this  seller  can  take  his 
pick  of  willing  buyers  but  he  wants  more  for  it  since  there  are  so  many  interested  parties  and  it  is 
a  premium  coin.  Most  of  the  buyers  will  say,  "Well  it  is  not  worth  that  and  back  off  the  purchase". 
But,  someone  with  deep  pockets  might  spring  for  it  or  someone  who  really,  really  wants  it  to  fill  a  hole  in  a  set. 
Buying  like  this  takes  place  all  the  time  and  it  is  what  creates  growth  and  upward  prices  in  Numismatics,  along 
with  supply  and  demand.  Now  a  few  years  later,  deep  pockets  owns  the  coin  and  loves  it  and  the  market  has 
caught  up  and  surpassed  what  this  person  paid  for  the  coin  while  X,  Y,  and  Z  (and  his  brothers  and  his  kids  and  his 
friends)  are  saying  if  I  had  only  bought  that.  The  old  could  have,  would  have,  should  have  paradigm. 

One  of  our  great  past  Presidents  of  LTS  used  to  try  to  keep  the  market  low  by  saying,  do  not  pay  their 
price.  He  believed  that  all  coin  dealers  paid  scrap  for  love  tokens  and  were  greedy  in  trying  to  get  a  lot  of  money 
out  of  them  when  resold.  I  knew  better  because  I  was  in  the  coin  business,  married  to  a  coin  dealer,  and  knew 
what  we  paid  for  them,  which  was  not  relative  to  scrap.  I  also  know  what  we  sold  them  to  other  dealers  for, 
essentially  knowing  what  dealers  really  pay.  To  some  extent  that  philosophy  of  boycotting  coin  dealers  to  create 
lower  pricing  only  hurt  the  club  members  that  followed  the  advice  because  the  rest  of  the  world  was  paying  the 
current  market  price  and  not  trying  to  live  in  the  past  with  what  prices  were  twenty  years  earlier. 

Now  going  beyond  the  idea  of  what  price  to  pay,  market  or  above  and  below,  I  believe  that  my  friend 
was  making  yet  still  another  comment  on  the  scenario.  If  you  are  someone  who  is  known  as  a  fair  buyer, 
paying  an  honest  fair  price  and  not  unmercifully  or  unreasonably  haggling,  a  coin  dealer  will  be  happy  to  have 
you  as  a  client  and  offer  you  fair  honest  prices  as  well.  On  a  counterpoint,  someone  who  has  been  labeled  as 
excruciatingly  cheap  and  always  making  pop  shot  absurd  offers  is  not  going  to  get  the  same  courtesy  from  a 
dealer.  All  of  a  sudden  the  dealer  has  no  time  for  them,  does  not  offer  to  show  stock  held  in  boxes  on  a  back 
table,  or  starts  a  price  off  at  double  what  he  really  wanted  because  the  games  are  about  to  begin.  And,  game 
playing  is  a  waste  of  his  time  so  any  price  settled  on  by  the  two  is  automatically  higher  than  the  nice  person 
price.  You  might  be  laughing  by  now  while  reading  this  or  saying  yeah  right  but  I  have  talked  with  dealers  and  it 
does  really  happen  this  way.  Now,  on  to  the  guy  that  pays  over  market...

Mr.  A,  head  of  the  alphabet,  is  always  at  the  head  of  the  line  when  it  comes  to  purchasing  opportunities. 
Dealers  hold  things  especially  for  him  to  show  him  first  or  walk  across  the  entire  bourse  floor  to  find  Mr.  A  and 
show  him  a  coin  in  person.  Or  outside  of  a  show,  Mr.  A  gets  phone  calls  and  emails  about  coins  for  sale.  This  VIP 
person  now  has  coins  laid  at  his  feet  without  having  to  hunt  them  down  and  has  his  pick,  first  pick  at  that.  Maybe 
the  prices  are  too  high  on  somethings,  even  too  high  for  Mr.  A  especially  when  some  greedy  dealers  may  try  to  take 
advantage,  but  maybe  sometimes  the  prices  are  really  good  too.  We  also  know  that  if  Mr.  A  makes  a  counter  offer 
on  some  absurd  price  given  by  a  greedy  dealer,  that  Mr.  A  also  has  had  first  shot  at  the  coin  whether  the  two  parties 
are  able  to  come  to  terms  on  it  or  not. 

Now  I  am  not  saying  to  overpay  on  everything  out  there  but,  these  coins  are  one-of-a-kind  and  there  is 
not  another  one  coming  along  right  behind  the  one  you  just  turned  down  and  watched  the  person  next  to  you 
purchase.  I  have  even  heard  from  another  collector  that  he  does  not  mind  paying  extra  on  eBay  because  even 
though  some  coins  might  be  more  expensive  in  an  auction  environment,  in  reality  they  might  really  be  cheaper  than 
those  from  a  major  coin  show  once  travel  costs  are  factored  in.  Also,  do  not  feel  the  need  to  overpay  for  initials 
or  common  pictorial  types  but  when  looking  at  a  pictorial  that  is  deemed  unique  in  some  way,  market  prices  have 
little  meaning  due  to  rarity  overriding  them.  You  may  make  the  decision  to  buy  on  the  spot  or  you  may  walk  away 
and  get  several  tables  down  the  aisle  or  even  to  the  next  row  over  before  hearing  that  voice  in  your  head  telling 
you  to  go  back  and  hoping  all  the  way  that  the  coin  is  still  there  waiting  to  go  home  with  its  proper  owner.  Artistry, 
historical  importance,  rarity,  subject  matter,  and  an  emotional  connection  to  a  specific  love  token  all  play  a  part 
in  pricing  and  try  to  listen  to  that  little  voice  in  your  head  that  may  be  playing  Devil's  advocate  with  your  voice  of 
reason  on  price  fixation.  Remember  the  one  that  wins  the  coin  gets  to  go  home  with  it  and  the  others  will  just  have 
stories  of  it  later  in  life.  Which  one  will  you  be?

P.P.S.  Most  collectors  buy  for  enjoyment  but  at  a  point  in  time  in  the  future  when  collections  are  sold,  a  collection 
all  of  a  sudden  is  thought  of  as  an  investment,  either  good  or  bad. 

Dime  love  token  with  a  carpet  bagger  and  train  in  background.  This  one  tugged  at 
my  emotions  as  I  am  also  a  hobo  nickel  collector  and  a  man  in  a  derby  hat  and  also 
containing  a  train  is  a  rare  crossover  type  collectible  between  love  tokens  and  hobo 
nickels.  This  coin  could  be  viewed  as  an  early  forerunner  to  hobo  nickels.  Rarity  and 
emotions  made  me  willing  to  pay  up  to  $160  in  an  eBay  auction  and  I  found  a  fellow 
hobo  nickel  collector  willing  and  wanting  to  buy  it  if  I  ever  sell  (and  at  a  profit). 


This  was  a  buy  it  now  ($200)  or  best  offer  ($150  bottom  price)  sold  through  acsb- 
rich  on  eBay  (American  Coin  &  Stamp  Brokerage,  Inc.).  This  dime  is  a  rare  historical 
artifact.  The  sinking  of  the  battleship  USS  Maine  in  Havana  Harbor  on  February  15, 
1898  was  a  catalyst  for  the  start  of  the  Spanish  American  War.  Some  may  remember 
the  phrase  "Remember  the  Maine"  but  not  know  the  full  history  surrounding  the 
quote.  "Remember  the  Maine,  to  hell  with  Spain"  became  a  battle  cry  during  the 
Spanish  American  War.  Both  history  and  rarity  of  design  made  this  coin  command  a 
high  price.

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Since  writing  about  Newfoundland  last  time,  I  have  been  giving  more  thought  to  the  subject.  There  is 
good  reason  for  that.  I  am  planning  on  attending  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Association  convention  in  Halifax  in 
July  (22-25th).  There  I  am  going  to  place  an  exhibit  on  Newfoundland  trench  art!  I  will  probably  then  place  the 
same  exhibit  in  Chicago  for  the  American  Numismatic  Association  convention  (aka  the  World's  Fair  of  Money, 
August  12-15).  I  hope  to  see  you  at  either  or  both  of  these  events. 

In  preparing  the  exhibit,  I  decided  that  I  should  dig  out  the  Newfoundland  coin  bracelet  that  I  have.  Last 
time  I  mentioned  it  in  a  rather  dismissive  manner.  Now  that  I  have  it  hand,  I  find  it  a  bit  more  interesting  than  I  had 
thought. 

It  is  a  rather  simple  item  made  from  ten  Newfoundland  coins:  six  silver  5  cents,  two  10  cent,  and  one  20 
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cent  coin.  I  thought  that  this  last  one  was  25  cents,  but  now  I  know  better.  The  largest  was  prepared  for  engraving, 
but  was  not.  It  is  nonetheless  interesting.  The  flanking  coins  are  all  of  George  VI  (more  on  them  in  a  moment). 

The  obverse  of  the  20  cent  com  is  still  largely  visible.  It  has  the  young  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria.  That 
portrait  was  not  used  on  any  25  cent  coins.  It  was  used  on  the  20  cent  denomination  only  through  1900,  but  20  or 
25  cent  coins  were  only  minted  in  four  years  between  1901  and  1940  so  the  coins  must  have  circulated  hard.  The 
example  in  the  bracelet  is  worn  enough  to  have  been  in  circulation  nearly  50  years  in  1945. 

That  is  the  date  on  all  of  the  other  coins.  Of  course  they  are  George  VI  coins.  They  were  all  minted 
in  Ottawa  with  the  "C"  mint  mark.  I  first  learned  of  that  mint  mark  last  time  because  it  also  appeared  on  the 
Newfoundland  pocket  locket  (my  new  term)  that  I  discussed  then. 

These  1945  coins  are  in  stark  contrast  to  the  well-worn  Victoria  piece,  but  her  portrait  would  not  be 
visible  when  the  bracelet  was  worn.  The  1945  coins  must  have  been  readily  available  in  circulation  for  them  all  to 
have  the  same  date.  I  believe  that  the  fact  that  the  bracelet  was  not  engraved  and  the  1945  dates  are  related.  The 
war  ended  in  1945  and  more  specifically  in  Europe  in  May  1945.  Demand  for  souvenirs  likely  dropped  significantly 
after  VE-Day.  It  might  be  possible  to  refine  the  earliest  possible  manufacture  date  of  the  bracelet  if  we  could 
determine  when  the  5  and  10  coins  were  first 
minted  or  when  they  were  first  available  in 
Newfoundland. 

Last  time  I  mentioned  that 
Newfoundland  was  a  colony  in  its  own  right 
rather  than  being  part  of  Canada  during  the 
war.  I  was  only  partially  correct.  Newfoundland 
certainly  was  not  part  of  Canada  (until  1949), 
but  it  was  not  a  colony  either.  Newfoundland, 
like  Canada,  was  a  dominion.  It  may  not  be  real 
important  to  our  discussions,  but  I  want  to  get 
it  right.  I  learned  all  of  this  while  preparing  the 
exhibit  and  I  would  sure  hate  to  get  that  wrong  in  Halifax  right  in  the  neighborhood  of  Newfoundland. 

Speaking  of  Canada,  I  am  afraid  that  I  can  cover  it  adequately  here  because  I  do  not  have  much  to  report  about  trench 
art  from  there.  Specifically,  I  have  two  bracelets.  Neither  has  engraving,  but  are  decidedly  war-time  products  based  upon  the  com 
dating. 
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The  first  of  these  bracelets  is  unusual  in  that  it  is  made  of  copper  cents.  This  was  a  very  unusual  choice  indeed. 

Obviously,  cents  were  cheaper  than  the  silver  coins  that  were  overwhelmingly  selected  for  jewelry,  but  the  attractiveness  of  silver 
nearly  always  prevailed  in  selecting  coins  for  trench  art  jewelry.  This  bracelet  has  seven  small  one  cent  coins.  Six  of  the  seven  are 
George  VI  pieces  with  war  time  dates-1939-1945.  At  first  glance  the  nice  arrangement  of  the  coins  made  me  think  that  the  dates 
were  important  to  the  maker  of  the  bracelet,  but  the  seventh  small  cent  wrecks  that  theory.  It  is  a  1929  George  V  coin. 

The  eighth-and  central-coin  is  a  George  V  large  cent  (minted  1911-1920).  It  is  mounted  with  the  reverse  to  show  when 
worn.  It  is  unclear  to  me  if  the  reverse  was  intended  to  be  engraved. 

The  last  piece  for  discussion  today  is  another  unengraved  identification  bracelet.  Its  image  will  jump  out  at  you  because 
of  the  two  maple  leaves  included  in  the  design.  This  bracelet  clearly  was  for  a  Canadian,  but  the  coins  are  not  Canadian,  they  are 
British  3  pence  pieces.  So,  you  can  call  it  a  British  or  a  Canadian  bracelet  as  you  like.  There  really  are  no  rules  on  these  things.  It 
seems  fairly  obvious  to  me  that  this  piece  was  made  in  England  for  sale  to  Canadian  troops  who  would  have  it  engraved  and  sent 
home.  The  two  George  V  coins  are  dated  1916  and  1922:  the  two  George  VI  pieces  are  both  dated  1940. 

So,  if  I  do  not  see  you  in  Halifax  or  Chicago,  I  will  see  you  next  time  here  in  the  Love  Letter.  Next  time  we  will  look  at  a  few 
very  unusual  trench  items  made  out  of  United  States  silver  dollars.  As  always,  I  would  love  to  hear  from  you  about  an  interesting 
item  or  idea  or  even  to  defend  something  that  I  have  written:  fredschwan(a)vahoo.com.

It  can  be  as  simple  as  writing  about  one 
coin  for  the  coin  of  the  month  column  or  an  entire  topic  that  interests  you.  Even  fictional  articles  about  a 
made  up  story  on  a  specific  love  token  are  entertaining.  And  a  reminder,  we  still  desperately  need  a  new 
editor  and  I  am  thankful  that  Bob  has  hung  in  there  this  long  while  awaiting  one.  It  would  be  great  to  start 
our  new  editor  off  with  all  the  new  articles  I  hope  to  have  coming  in  with  my  campaign  for  contribution.

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DOUBLE  COIN  LIBERTY  SEATED  LOVE  TOKEN 

Frank  Van  Valen  of  Stack’s  Bowers  published  a  short  blog  article  on  May  13,  2015  titled, 
“The  Coolest  Love  Token  Ever!”  -Editor 


Well,  at  least  it’s  currently  the  “coolest”  in  my  personal  collection.  Among  other  things,  I 
collect  Liberty  Seated  dime  love  tokens  by  date.  To  make  it  into  my  collection  of  more  than 
150  pieces,  each  love  token  must  be  unholed  and  unmounted  -  I’m  down  to  eight  dates  needed 
for  completion.  Love  tokens  have  always  fascinated  me.  If  one  blanket  statement  could  be 
made  about  love  tokens,  it  would  be  “all  love  tokens  are  unique.” 

My  most  recent  acquisition  is  unquestionably  unique.  In  fact,  this  1890  Liberty  Seated  dime 
love  token  has  a  face  value  of  15  cents!  The  host  coin  is  pleasing  EF  overall  with  good  eye 
appeal.  The  reverse  of  this  unusual  piece  has  an  1856  half  dime  embedded  at  the  center  with 
an  array  of  flourishes  encircling  the  rim  and  MAUD  at  the  bottom.  Who  was  Maud  and  what  is 
the  significance  of  the  two  dates?  If  Maud  was  bom  in  1856,  she  would  have  been  34  years  old 
in  1890.  Perhaps  she  was  married  and  this  was  from  her  hubby  on  her  birthday,  or  it  could  be  a 
memorial  to  someone  who  died  at  just  34  years  old. 

That’s  the  fascination  of  love  tokens  to  me.  Each  token  is  yearning  to  tell  a  story,  but  the  tale 
it  tells  is  left  entirely  up  to  my  imagination.  I  have  numerous  “pictorials”  in  my  collection, 
coins  with  images  instead  of  just  initials,  and  I’ve  got  love  tokens  from  all  the  branch  mints  in 
multiples  as  well  in  my  hoard.  Many  of  them  are  quite  interesting,  but  for  now  the  1890  “15- 
cent”  piece  is  the  star  of  the  collection! 

I’ve  never  seen  a  “Siamese  Twin”  token  like  this;  it’s  certainly  unique.  Neat  item.  -Editor

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Late  Date  Love  Token  Design  and  Monograms

It  has  been  mentioned  previously  in  the  Love  Letter  that  love  tokens  with  initials 
underwent  design  changes  in  their  later  years  of  production.  The  information  was 
arrived  at  by  studying  thousands  of  love  tokens  over  time  and  finding  a  correlation 
between  the  date  on  the  coin  and  the  style  of  design  that  was  engraved.  Now, 
conclusive  printed  proof  on  the  matter  has  been  found. 

I  recently  saw  an  antique  engraving  book  on  eBay  and  thought  how  interesting  it  would  be  to  read 
and  research  its  history,  so  I  purchased  it.  My  hopes  were  that  it  might  even  have  a  few  lines  on  coin 
engravings  as  they  were  so  popular,  but  I  had  no  luck  there.  Actually,  engraving  was  popular  on  pretty 
much  everything  at  that  time,  from  pocket  watches  to  silverware  sets  and  from  cologne  bottles  to 
dresser  sets.  Everything  was  personalized  with  ornate  engravings.  Excessive  design  details  marked 
the  Victorian  period  and  handwork  was  a  thing  of  beauty,  an  art.  Perhaps  at  the  very  least  items  were 
marked  to  show  who  they  belonged  to  just  in  case  something  disappeared  into  the  servant's  quarters. 
The  book  "Modern  Letter  Engraving"  was  written  by  Fred  Holmes  Rees,  and  published  in  1898. 
Actually  I  thought  it  would  be  full  of  images  of  various  fonts  and  could  be  a  good  reference  to 
compare  against  love  tokens  but  I  found  the  images  were  fairly  limited.  A  number  of  the  early 
chapters  take  the  reader  through  engraving  the  same  script  font,  letter  by  letter,  in  both  upper  and 
lower  case,  and  address  spacing  between  letters.  There  was  one  page  on  flourish  design  which 
followed  the  chapters  on  individual  letter  engraving.  "Flourishes"  are  the  squiggle  lines  that  are  used 
to  decorate  outside  of  the  letters  and  give  a  decorative  effect  to  the  background  area. 


The  author  opens  the  first  chapter  with: 

"Engraving  as  has  well  been  said,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  arts  in  existence ,  and  there  has  been  no 
time  in  its  history  for  better  opportunity  to  exemplify  its  beauty  than  during  the  past  few  years ,  in  view 
of  the  fact  of  there  having  been  so  many  novelties  made  and  sold  which  are  expressly  designed  to 
be  engraved.  The  demand  for  engraving  has  increased  so  rapidly  that  it  Is  impossible  for  jewelers  to 
engrave  the  goods  they  sell  during  the  busy  season." 

The  first  chapter  indicates  the  first  step  is  to  practice  drawing  letters  with  paper  and  pencil.  The  student 
engraver  must  be  able  to  draw  them  perfectly  before  even  attempting  to  engrave  them.  The  author  then  goes 
into  tools  and  how  to  sharpen  them  and  in  the  last  paragraph  begins  to  talk  of  "cutting"  script  lettering.  Cutting 
is  another  word  for  engraving.  He  adds  the  following  personal  thought  which  was  probably  also  the  view  in  the 
industry  at  the  time: 

"...I  wish  to  state  at  this  time  that  there  is  no  style  of  lettering  more 
beautiful,  or  any  that  will  give  more  general  satisfaction  than  script 
letters  when  perfectly  cut,  and  I  trust  that  those  who  follow  these 
instructions  will  master  this  style  before  any  attempt  is  made  to  engrave 
other  or  more  fancy  letters." 

In  chapter  15  the  author  mentions  that  only  a  few  years  prior 
(keep  in  mind  the  1898  publication  date),  engravers  placed  articles  to  be 
engraved  on  sand  bags  to  hold  them  or  even  held  an  item  in  one  hand 
and  the  engraving  tools  in  the  other  hand.  He  then  informs  the  reader  of 
new  devices  including  the  Monarch  engraving  block,  which  resembles  a 
modern  engraving  ball  used  today.  The  latter  half  of  the  book  discusses 
engraving  Roman,  Old  English,  Gothic,  and  block  letters.  It  is  mentioned 
that  Old  English  is  the  second  favorite  style,  with  script  being  number 
one  in  popularity.  Old  English  was  said  to  be  plain  enough  to  be  readable 
yet  at  the  same  time  very  ornamental. 
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By  chapter  26  the  book  begins  to  get  more  interesting  as  related  to  love  token  art.  It  states  that  a  "cipher" 
is  the  weaving  of  two  or  more  letters  and  a  monogram  is  a  cipher  interwoven  in  such  a  way  as  to  form  a  single 
object.  Interwoven  block  letters  are  described  as  monograms  while  intertwined  script  letters  must  be  woven  very 
tightly  together  to  be  considered  monograms.  More  often  they  are  described  in  the  trade  as  ciphers  or  script 
monograms.  The  author  goes  on  to  describe  how  to  make  a  layout  design  for  interwoven  script  letters.  Each 
letter  s  shape  is  contingent  on  the  form  of  the  letter  next  to  it  and  variations  in  standard  letter  design  have  to  be 
adapted  so  the  letters  can  intermingle  in  an  aesthetic  manner.  It  really  looks  like  figuring  out  a  jigsaw  puzzle.  Each 
letter  is  drawn  in  small  parts  as  the  letters  next  to  it  are  drawn  in  parts  so  they  grow  together  organically  to  form  the 
finished  product. 

There  are  several  pictures  of  highly  ornate  cyphers  and  monograms  shown  in  the  last  five  chapters  of 
the  book.  Some  are  akin  to  love  token  design  and  some  are  possibly  even  more  ornate  than  what  is  seen  on  love 
tokens.  Chapter  29  covers  block  letter  monograms.  These  are  what  love  token  collectors  have  been  calling  double 
and  triple  overlapping  letters.  Perhaps  we  should  adjust  our  term  and  embrace  the  correct  one  as  written  in  the 
book,  "block  monograms".  That  being  said,  much  of  what  we  have 
been  calling  monograms  (made  using  overlapping  script  letters)  are 
also  referred  to  a  little  differently  with  the  words  "cipher"  and  "script 
monograms". 

What  is  of  interest  in  the  block  letter  monogram  chapter 
what  the  author  says  about  them:  "Fancy  block  monograms  are  not 
as  commonly  used  now  as  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  but  we  should 
know  how  to  engrave  them."  Remember  the  book  was  printed  in 
1898,  and  it  confirms  that  this  style  of  monogram  was  on  the  way 
out  and  being  replaced  by  script  monograms.  The  book  includes  the 
picture  of  a  circular  grid  that  was  used  in  the  making  of  block  mono¬ 
grams.  The  author  also  states  that  the  "filling"  for  block  monograms 
is  crucial.  "Filling"  is  a  means  of  texturing  the  letters  to  create  con¬ 
trast  and  differences  in  the  letters  so  that  they  stand  out  from  one 
another.  The  most  used  methods  of  filling  are  bead  work  (circles  made 
resemble  stones),  dots,  parallel  lines,  and  cross  lines. 

To  design  the  monogram  the  engraver  must  first  sketch  the  outline,  using  the  prominent  letter  (last  name 
initial)  first.  Then  the  other  two  letters  are  considered  and  the  first  name  initial  is  worked  in  next,  followed  lastly  by 
the  middle  initial  being  woven  around  the  other  two  (see  plate  52).  After  the  letters  are  sketched,  the  "ornaments" 
can  be  added,  such  as  the  fancy  scrolled  or  splayed  ends  on  the  letters.  The  design  phase  is  only  for  the  basic 
outline  of  the  letters  and  the  "filling"  (design  textures  inside  the  block  letters)  is  added  after  the  letters  are  "cut". 

A  steel  point  is  used  first  to  make  a  fine  guideline  in  the  article  to  be  engraved  and  then  a  graver  is  used  to  make 
the  cuts  for  the  letters'  outline.  The  guidelines  offer  protection  so  that  the  design  can  be  altered  if  not  made  right 
the  first  time.  Any  guidelines  not  cut  away  by  the  graver  are  fine  enough  that  they  can  be  polished  out  in  the  end 
process.  The  first  engraved  lines  are  a  simple  outline.  Then  a  second  pass  of  engraving  is  done  on  those  same  lines 
to  "shade"  the  lines.  Shading  is  when  the  lines  are  made  thicker  in  places  by  beveling  the  line  at  a  45  degree  angle. 
Shading  gives  a  look  of  relief  and  adds  dimension  to  the  engraving.  The  last  steps  are  the  texturing  or  "filling  ".

Book  plate  52  shows  a  simple 
outline  of  letters  In  figure  1 
and  then  the  "shading"  of 
the  lines  on  the  H  and  B.  The 
third  figure  shows  all  three 
Initials  shaded.  These  slight 
changes  are  almost  imper¬ 
ceptible  at  first  glance. 
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At  the  center  of  plate  51,  "HSB"  initials  are  completed  with  "filling"  by  using  beadwork  on  the  "B",  paral¬ 
lel  lines  on  the  "H",  and  a  lighter  linear  texture  on  the  letter  "S".  There  are  also  additional  lines  cut  to  accentu¬ 
ate  where  one  letter  crosses  under  another  letter  and  scrollwork  "flourishes"  are  added.  Interestingly,  the  book 
defined  this  monogram  as  an  "HSB"  with  letters  in  that  order  for  first,  middle,  and  last  names.  The  last  name  ("B") 
was  given  an  ornate  jewel  appearance  and  is  the  most  decorative.  The  "H"  received  fine  parallel  lines  and  the  "S" 
has  a  larger  area  of  unengraved  metal  with  fewer  parallel  lines.  However  the  "S"  is  surprisingly  ornate,  with  an 
acanthus  leaf  design.  This  monogram  was  probably  designed  for  something  much  larger  than  a  dime  because  it 
would  be  very  difficult  to  reduce  it  to  that  size.  Note  that  the  "B"  is  neither  the  tallest  nor  the  widest  letter  in  the 
monogram.  Love  token  collectors  have  previously  had  theories  about  the  height  and  width  correlating  to  first  and 
last  names  and  this  appears  to  disprove  that  theory.  Additionally  there  was  no  mention  of  height  and  width  of  the 
letters  when  designing  a  monogram. 

All  in  all,  the  book  was  interesting  and  it  really  gives  a  love  token  collector  an  appreciation  for  all  the 
work  that  goes  into  designing  and  engraving  a  monogram.  I  was  hoping  for  even  more  clues  to  love  tokens  and 
found  myself  quickly  skimming  though  the  sections  on  how  to  engrave  individual  letters  A-Z.  The  idea  of  search¬ 
ing  for  and  reading  old  engraving  books  is  an  interesting  prospect.  Next  time  maybe  a  book  published  in  the  late 
1870's  or  early  1880's,  provided  one  exists,  would  be  even  more  fruitful.  However  there  is  probably  some  lag  time 
between  the  popularity  of  engraving  and  when  such  books  were  published.  It  is  strange  that  this  one  hundred 
seventeen  year  old  book  calls  itself  "modern  lettering",  but  it  does  illustrate  that  there  was  a  design  change  in  let¬ 
tering  near  the  turn  of  the  century,  leaving  old  ideas  in  the  1800's  and  exploring  new  ones  for  the  20th  century. 
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In  this  series  I 
have  very  conveniently 
classified  the  trench  art 
item  under  discussion 
by  country  that  issued 
the  host  coin.  In  most 
of  the  cases  considered 
previously,  that  was 
convenient  but  is  it 
really  important? 

We  have 
moved  across  the 
globe  to  the  point  that  I  want  to  discuss  the  United 
States.  No  problem  with  that,  I  want  to  discuss  one  really 
interesting  item  made  from  a  United  States  coin,  and  I  will. 
Still,  this  system  seems  a  little  strange  now.  After  all,  despite 
the  variety  of  coins  used,  the  trench  art  that  we  have 
discussed  has  overwhelmingly  been  for  Americans.  In  most 
cases  they  have  been  made  for  or  by  an  American  to  give  to 
another  American-usually  a  loved  one. 

All  of  this  is  to  introduce  the  item  for  discussion 
today.  It  is  unusual  in  several  ways.  First  it  was  made  from 
a  1921  United  States  Morgan  dollar.  Coin  trench  art  items 
are  seldom  made  from  such  large  coins.  Smaller  coins  make 
much  nice  bracelets,  pins,  lockets,  rings,  and  the  like. 

This  item  was  made  as  a  pocket  piece.  We  can 
conclude  this  because  of  the  size  and  message,  but  mostly 
because  of  the  extreme  wear.  The  original  owner  of  this 
item  held  it  in  high  regard--he  carried  it  for  years.  To  me, 
this  ads  to  the  piece.  All  trench  art  coins  can  and  often  do 
inspire  imagination  and  emotion  in  me.  This  coin  is  really 
special  in  that  regard.  Mr.  Hudson  made  this  piece  for 
himself  then  carried  it  for  decades.  It  was  important  to  him. 
It  is  important  to  me. 

It  is  fairly  clear  that  he  made  it  himself  because 
of  the  relatively  crude  method  of  manufacture.  He  used  a 
simple  punch  set  to  record  his  personal  data  and  World  War 
II  travels. 

Trench  art  coins  with  the  name  and  other  personal 
information  are  often  called  dog  tags  because  they  had 
similar  information  to  the  official  identity  discs  known  as 
dog  tags.  This  one  is  a  bit  different  in  that  it  records  Mr. 
Hudson's  travels  in  addition  to  the  personal  information.  I 
have  been  struggling  to  come  up  with  just  the  right  word  to 
describe  such  items  that  list  places.  Such  lists  appear  more 
often  on  short  snorters  than  on  coins.  I  am  looking  for  a 
term  than  covers  both  notes  and  coins. 

Log  book  describes  the  idea,  but  book  is  a  stretch.  The  word 
"log"  by  itself  seems  too  short.  The  best  that  I  can  do  now 
is  "trench  art  log."  I  hope  that  you  can  help  with  something 
better,  but  we  will  try  trench  art  log. 


Mr.  Hudson  created  a  great  trench 
art  log.  He  started  off  with  his  name  and 
service  number.  That  is  very  important. 

The  number  ultimately  allows  a  skilled 
genealogist  to  discover  a  great  deal  about 
Mr.  Hudson.  I  am  not  so  skilled,  but  I  tried 
on  the  internet  and  found  some  interesting 
information. 

The  coin  was  made  by  Harold  F.  Hudson. 

Unfortunately,  I  could  not  find  out  about  his 
post-war  life,  but  we  have  an  outline  of  his 
service  life. 

The  confirmation  of  his  name  came 
in  a  manifest  of  passengers  who  sailed  on 
the  USS  Henderson  on  February  21,  1 943. 

Separate  searches  confirmed  that  the 
Henderson  carried  troops  to  Hawaii.  That 
ties  the  documentary  evidence  that  I  found 
quite  nicely  to  the  coin.  Hudson  started  his 
overseas  service  in  Maui,  Hawaii.  He  may 
have  spent  nearly  a  year  in  Hawaii,  but  then 
it  seems  that  his  life  got  more  exciting. 

Kwajalein  Atoll  (spelled  Kwadjelinn 
by  Hudson)  is  241 5  miles  southwest  of 
Hawaii  in  the  Marshall  Islands  and  was 
strongly  fortified  by  the  Japanese.  The  Battle 
of  Kwajalein  took  place  January  30-February 
6,  1 944.  We  cannot  say  at  this  time  if  Hudson 
was  a  combatant,  but  we  can  place  him  there  after  January 
30,  1 944.  From  there  Hudson's  life  stayed  very  busy.  I  will 
just  list  the  dates  of  the  battle  associated  with  the  last  four 
places  on  the  coin. 

Battle  of  Eniwetok  Feb  1 7-22,  1 944 

Battle  of  Guam  July  21 -august  10,  1944 

Battle  of  Saipan  June  1 5-9  July  9,  1 944 

Battle  of  Tinian  (spelled  Tinan  by  Hudson) 

July  23-August  1 ,  1 944 

Why  and  how  did  Harold  Hudson  go  to  all  of  these 
places?  We  cannot  be  sure  now,  but  I  believe  that  additional 
research  can  answer  at  least  some  of  the  questions.  Was  he 
a  sailor?  A  Marine?  Perhaps  he  was  a  soldier  or  airman.  If 
we  knew  in  what  service  he  served,  it  would  help  with  the 
analysis  of  the  coin. 

For  the  time  being,  I  hope  that  you  enjoyed  seeing 
the  coin,  but  also  I  hope  that  a  genealogist  or  computer 
geek  out  there  might  be  inspired  to  help  us  learn  more 
about  Harold  Hudson. 

As  usual,  I  will  be  happy  to  hear  from  you.  In  addition  to 
information  about  Harold  Hudson,  I  would  be  delighted  to 
see  images  of  any  trench  art  log  coins  that  you  have!

President's  Message 


I  hope  everyone  enjoyed  the  holiday  sales  issue.  Being  that  our  editor  does  not  get  many  member  submissions 
for  the  regular  newsletter,  the  special  sales  edition  gives  me  a  bit  of  a  breather  on  writing  articles.  With  six  issues  a 
year  and  my  writing  anywhere  from  two  to  three  things  per  newsletter,  it  seems  I  am  constantly  writing  something, 
especially  since  I  write  for  more  than  one  club.  I  find  I  easily  average  twenty  articles  a  year,  maybe  even  twenty-five. 
Also  sometimes  there  are  not  enough  coins  to  go  around  in  the  regular  newsletter  issues.  But  with  the  holiday  edition 
that  means  that  there  is  more  opportunity  for  everyone  although  often  there  is  that  one  coin  that  is  a  favorite  with 
multiple  people.  With  my  month  off  from  writing  for  LTS,  I  wrote  up  some  educational  materials  which  I  shared  with 
the  ANA.  One  of  their  education  coordinators  expressed  an  interest  in  getting  together  a  program  on  love  tokens  and 
hobo  nickels  for  instructing  youths  about  these  coins.  I  am  including  those  materials  in  this  month's  newsletter  (space 
permitting  as  there  will  not  be  room  for  all  five  pages  and  Bob  will  have  to  make  his  selections).  I  did  a  study  of  border 
designs  on  love  tokens  as  a  result  of  this  project  and  I  think  all  will  find  it  interesting.  One  of  the  pages  shows  and 
describes  the  border  types  and  another  is  an  activity  sheet  for  kids  to  draw  in  their  own  borders  next  to  the  named 
types.  I  plan  to  print  some  of  these  up  for  our  LTS  table  at  FUN  this  year.  Also,  I  will  make  a  change  on  two  of  the 
sheets  to  have  LTS  initials  rather  than  ANA  initials.  If  anyone  is  interested  in  hobo  nickel  educational  materials  and  the 
other  love  token  project  pages  that  do  not  make  it  into  the  newsletter,  just  email  and  I  can  supply  them. 

For  those  that  are  not  currently  collecting/buying,  perusing  the  coin  sales  could  be  viewed  as  just  getting  a  look  at 
what  is  out  there  and  available.  And  if  you  are  like  me,  there  are  even  things  to  be  learned  from  the  listings.  The  pricing 
of  items  may  aide  people  if  they  want  to  appraise  their  own  collections  or  use  the  prices  when  it  comes  time  to  sell.  Sid 
Gale  used  to  chart  the  coin  sales  to  get  an  idea  on  the  rarity  of  the  host  coins  that  were  engraved  into  love  tokens.  Of 
course  the  1844, 1846, 1879, 1880,  and  1881  dates  are  rare  to  both  coin  collectors  and  love  token  collectors,  but  both 
the  earliest  years  of  the  seated  liberty  series  and  the  later  years  of  the  Barber  dime  series  can  be  hard  to  locate  as  well. 
That  is  because  the  peak  years  of  love  token  production  really  started  in  the  1870's  through  to  the  mid  1890's,  with  a 
large  number  culminating  around  the  Columbian  Exposition.  It  was  just  a  few  years  later  that  the  craze  or  fad  severely 
and  rapidly  dropped  off.  This  last  issue  was  also  the  first  issue  where  the  cabinet  card  love  token  photos  were  offered 
for  sale.  With  only  two  listed,  they  sold  out  quickly  and  as  any  collector  of  this  sort  of  ephemera  knows,  they  are  quite 
scarce.  I  sort  through  about  50,000  photos  a  year  and  out  of  that  I  might  only  buy  a  dozen  or  less.  It  certainly  does 
not  pay  for  the  labor  to  sell  these  cards  but  I  enjoy  adding  to  and  upgrading  my  own  collection.  The  collection  is  now 

sizable  enough  that  I  made  the  decision  that  I  did  riot  have  to  have  it  all  so  I  made  some  available  to  other  collectors

that  do  not  have  the  time  or  patience  to  hunt  for  them  the  way 
do.  I  have  also  found  that  the  cards  are  giving  me  some  insights 
into  our  hobby  and  I  will  be  sharing  some  of  that  in  the  coming 
year.  In  fact,  the  next  year  will  be  full  of  new  research  coming 
from  cabinet  cards,  seven  different  books  acquired  this  year,  some 
vintage  fashion  magazines,  a  fashion  plate,  and  vintage  advertising. 

For  most  of  this  year  I  have  been  searching  in  outside  areas  to 
learn  more  about  love  tokens  and  have  spent  a  small  fortune  on 
this  "labor  of  love".  In  the  past  I  have  combined  research  that  has 
come  from  love  token  population  studies,  knowledge  of  antique 
jewelry,  and  antique  post  cards.  I  continue  with  these  areas  of 
study  but  am  now  adding  new  sources  to  the  mix.  This  year 
also  acquired  an  interesting  trade  card  that  reveals  more  about  one 
specific  love  token  design.  Make  sure  you  keep  your  membership 
current  this  coming  year  as  I  think  it  is  going  to  be  a  very  exciting 
and  informative  year  ahead. 

I  will  mention  again  that  we  are  still  lookingfor  a  new  editor 
and  thankyou  to  Bob  for  hanging  in  there  with  us.  Bob  Newhouse 
has  been  our  editorsince  before  I  joined  the  club  (myjoining  either 
in  1996  or  1998,  memory  fails  me).  I  love  his  dedication  but  it  is 
also  a  sad  statement  that  one  person  has  had  to  be  saddled  with 

the  job  for  so  long  and  Bob  has  been  saying  he  would  like  to  retire  for  at  least  ten  years  now.  The  talk  kind  of  started 
when  Barb  Newhouse  found  her  replacement  and  retired  as  secretary.  Sid  Gale  was  kind  enough  to  take  the  secretary 
post  over  and  has  been  serving  LTS  probably  for  twenty  years  or  more.  He  was  first  Vice  President,  then  President,  and 
then  back  to  Vice  President  when  I  moved  from  Vice  President  to  President.  He  has  also  been  the  club  coin  sales  person, 
made  the  club's  first  website,  and  has  served  in  his  longest  run  as  Secretary  /Treasurer.  Our  officers  are  not  getting  any 
younger  and  some  will  be  needing  replacements  in  the  near  future  and  I  hope  that  the  membership  will  think  seriously 
about  taking  on  these  positions  because  without  a  newsletter  or  a  secretary/treasurer  to  head  up  membership  and  dues, 
there  can  be  no  club.  Sid  is  not  currently  in  a  "have  to  retire"  situation  but  I  mention  this  for  the  near  future  so  the 
club  will  be  ready  for  action  with  a  replacement.  So  far  we  have  not  had  a  volunteer  for  Love  Token  Society  Facebook 
administrator  either  and  I  have  decided  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  I  will  post  the  position  on  Facebook,  making  it  open 
to  members  on  there  that  are  not  actually  paid  members  of  our  club.  I  just  do  not  know  what  else  I  can  do  to  find  a 
volunteer  as  no  one  has  come  forward.  I  am  guessing  that  people  who  are  more  active  on  their  computers  will  be  more 
likely  to  offer  to  fill  that  role. 

As  for  editor,  if  we  cannot  get  an  editor  by  the  New  Year  I  am  afraid  I  may  have  to  outsource  the  job  to  a 
nonmember  and  that  would  mean  paying  a  salary  to  that  person.  Of  course  we  already  pay  for  a  graphic  layout  person 
and  I  would  try  to  find  an  editor  who  would  do  both  the  layout  and  graphics  but  I  am  pretty  certain  it  would  still  cost  the 
club  more  money  and  we  may  wind  up  with  dues  jumping  as  a  result.  Unfortunately,  I  have  yet  to  find  another  option. 
We  already  have  a  slight  dues  adjustment  at  the  close  of  this  year.  Sid  has  done  the  math  and  the  recommendation  is  to 
raise  dues  to  $20  except  that  those  who  are  happy  with  electronic  newsletter  delivery  (rather  than  a  "snail  mailed"  copy) 
can  remain  at  the  $15  rate.  If  you  want  to  take  advantage  of  the  $15  rate  and  have  an  email  address,  then  notify  Sid  Gale 
when  you  pay  your  dues.  Less  printing  and  postage  saves  the  club  money  so  we  are  offering  these  tiered  membership 
prices  just  as  other  organizations  have  done  in  order  to  keep  membership  costs  down.  If  we  can  find  a  club  member 
as  editor  and  one  who  wants  to  volunteer  their  time  without  assessing  the  graphics  charge  we  have  been  paying,  then 
we  can  readjust  dues  lower.  Unfortunately  no  one  has  come  forward  over  this  last  year  and  I  no  longer  hold  out  much 
hope  but  would  welcome  such  a  nice  surprise  for  my  holiday  present.  With  no  club  volunteers,  there  is  a  chance  that 
dues  could  go  still  higher  just  depending  on  what  it  costs  to  outsource  the  job.  I  would  hate  to  lose  members  resulting 
from  higher  dues  but  there  are  few  options  moving  forward.  So  I  suppose  in  closing,  I  have  excitement  for  what  the 
New  Year  will  offer  with  new  research  just  on  the  horizon  but  I  also  have  some  frustration  and  disappointment  at  the 
inability  to  find  volunteers  to  bear  some  of  the  work  that  is  needed. 
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When  we  think  of  World 
War  II  history-and  trench  art-most  of 
us  think  of  the  South  Pacific.  Beyond 
that  most  collectors  would  think  of 
Europe,  Africa,  and  finally  the  Atlan¬ 
tic.  Generally,  we  do  not  think  about 
Alaska  Territory,  but  that  is  a  mistake. 
Alaska  was  the  sight  of  much  activity. 
The  building  of  the  Alaska  Highway 
took  thousands  of  troops  to  Canada 
and  Alaska.  Then  the  Japanese  actu¬ 
ally  attacked  Alaska. 

The  Aleutian  Islands  Campaign  was 
a  struggle  over  the  Aleutian  Islands.  It 
is  rightfully  often  called  the  "Forgot¬ 
ten  Battle,"  On  3  June  1942.  A  small 
Japanese  force  occupied  the  Alaskan 
islands  Attu  and  Kiska,  but  the  remote¬ 
ness  of  the  islands  and  the  difficulties 
of  weather  and  terrain  meant  that  it  took  nearly 
a  year  for  a  far  larger  U.S. /Canadian  force  to  eject 
them.  The  islands'  strategic  value  was  their  abil¬ 
ity  to  control  Pacific  great  circle  routes.  The  Japa¬ 
nese  reasoned  that  control  of  the  Aleutians  would 
prevent  a  possible  U.S.  attack  across  the  Northern 
Pacific.  Similarly,  the  U.S.  feared  that  the  islands 
would  be  used  as  bases  from  which  to  launch  aerial 
assaults  against  the  West  coast. 

A  battle  to  reclaim  Attu  was  launched  on 
May  11,  1943  and  completed  following  a  final  Japa¬ 
nese  banzai  charge  on  May  29.  On  15  August  1943, 
an  invasion  force  landed  on  Kiska  in  the  wake  of  a 
sustained  three-week  barrage,  only  to  discover  the 
Japanese  had  abandoned  the  island  on  July  29. 

All  of  this  activity  in  Alaska  created  a  few 
numismatic  items.  The  best  known  of  these  (al¬ 
though  not  well  known)  are  club  chits  including 
among  these  is  a  fantastic  chit  for  the  Excursion 
Inlet  prisoner  of  war  camp.  War  bonds  were  sold 


in  Alaska,  but  no  examples  have  been  reported 
yet  by  a  collector.  None  of  these  have  anything  to 
do  with  trench  art.  Well,  there  is  some  good  news 
there.  Several  short  snorters  are  known  that  were 
created  in  Alaska  during  the  war.  Some  of  these 
were  even  created  in  the  Aleutians,  but  even  these 
are  not  generally  what  we  think  of  here  in  the  Love 
Letter. 

Surprisingly,  there  is  a  remarkable  trench 
art  coin  that  was  made  in  Alaska.  It  is  remarkable 
in  several  ways.  Look  at  the  image.  The  carving 
is  downright  ugly.  Nevertheless,  it  is  fascinating. 

It  clearly  says  Dutch  Harbor,  Alaska,  1943.  It  also 
has  "Tom"  below  "Dutch."  The  rest  is  not  so  clear. 
Make  that  not  clear.  The  letter  "G"  is  clear  to  the 
left  of  1943,  but  what  does  it  mean?  The  only 
idea  that  I  have  is  that  the  "G"  and  the  unintelli¬ 
gible  text  between  Alaska  and  Harbor  is  Tom's  last 
name.  If  it  is,  I  cannot  make  it  out.  What  do  you 
think? 

The  carving  is  on  the  reverse  of  a  very 
worn  San  Francisco  Standing  Liberty  quarter.  Such 
quarters  were  in  common  circulation  in  the  1940s 
so  the  context  is  correct.  It  is  a  nice  bonus  that  it 
happens  to  be  a  San  Francisco  quarter. 

I  have  added  two  post  cards  to  my  collection 
to  support  the  trench  art  coin.  The  first  is  deep 
background.  It  shows  some  jeeps  driving  down  the 
Alaska  Highway.  The  other  is  much  more  impor¬ 
tant.  It  is  the  American  Red  Cross  recreation  center 
on  Kodiak  Island  (gateway  to  the  Aleutians).  It  is 
altogether  possible  that  this  trench  art  coin  was 
created  in  the  recreation  center  or  one  like  it. 

I  want  you  to  know  that  this  is  my  favor¬ 
ite  trench  art  coins.  The  disclaimer  is  that  I  have 
described  other  coins  that  I  have  shown  you  as  my 
favorite.  I  have  many  absolute  favorites.  I  cannot 
help  it.  I  love  them  all.

There  are  three  additional  types  of  border  design:  Beveled,  Raised,  and  Compound.  The  first  two  types  cannot 
easily  be  drawn  on  a  flat  plain  because  they  are  dimensional.  A  Beveled  design  is  one  that  has  extra  deep  cuts  (bevel  cuts) 
around  the  rim  of  the  coin,  thus  giving  it  a  sculpted  effect.  A  Raised  border  is  one  where  the  coin  is  either  not  fully  smoothed 
with  the  rim  left  raised  or  metal  has  been  added  to  give  more  height.  Some  Raised  varieties  can  incorporate  ornate  border 
engraving  in  the  design.  A  Compound  border  is  a  fancier  border  that  combines  more  than  one  border  design  type.  Love 
token  borders  that  look  unique  are  often  credited  to  variations  of  the  Geometric/Aesthetic,  Scroll  style,  or  are  Compound 
borders.  Widths  of  borders  vary  from  a  narrow  line  to  ones  with  proportions  like  the  rim  of  a  dinner  plate.  The  Record 
type  is  also  known  as  a  Pre-fab  among  collectors.  There  are  a  number  of  these  with  no  inner  engraving  leading  collectors 
to  believe  that  they  were  made  in  advance  by  engravers  so  they  would  be  ready  to  engrave  and  it  would  save  time. 

At  times  background  engraving  and  textures  can  also  be  confusing  in  determining  where  the  border  ends  and  where 
the  background  starts.  Sometimes  dots,  circles,  or  arc  shapes  cover  the  background  making  a  textural  effect  and  sometimes 
larger  scrollwork  or  flourishes  are  used  as  a  background.

There  are  seven  Liberty  Seated  Dimes  all  dated  either  1882,  1883,  or  1884,  and  one  1858  Liberty 
Seated  Quarter.  By  the  obvious  condition  quality  of  the  dimes,  it's  doubtful  that  the  bracelet  was  made 
any  later  than  the  mid-1880s. 

Beginning  with  a  gold  heart  on  a  silver  stippled  field;  next  a  multi-color  gold  butterfly  against  a  field 
with  delicately  executed  bright-cut  engraving;  followed  by  a  gold  hand  delivering  a  contrasting  gold 
color  envelope,  again  both  surrounded  by  well  executed  bright-cut  engraving;  next  a  silver  applique  Old
